He served at Ber- 
lin during the trying days of the out- 
break of war among thc European na- 
tions and handled correspondence be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
when war clouds hung heavily over 
Washington. 
He left Berlin Febru- 


ary 3, 1917, when the United States 
broke off relations with the German 
empire. 


While in Berlin Gerard was nomin- 


ated for the 
Senate by New York 


democrats, hut American affairs in 
Germany at that time—1914—were 
not in shape in Gerard's opinion for 
him to leave his work there. Dur- 
ing the war the American embassy, 
which Gerard had transferred to No. 
7 Wdhclm Platz—a palace formerly 
occupied by a 
German prince-—was 


because it at filst represented the 
largest neutral country and because 
Gerard had takn over th business of 
several entente nations then at war 
with Germany. 


On returning to the United States, 


Gerard was active in stimulating the 
American people to 
gieater action 


against Germany. His delineation of 
German feeling and policy nnd his 
version of the viewpoint of thc then 
emperor were considered as most au- 
thoiitatnc and timely.

i other person m the countiy so .severe- | 
! ly indicated Germanv as Gerard.
